Voter Turnout In 


Election To 


The voters of Alabama will 
at least have a chance to goto 
the polls next Tuesday to vote 
on 17 constitutional amend- 
ments. Judging from the com- 
plete lack of interest locally, 
it is highly probably Coffee 
County folks will seta new low 
on voter turnout. One local 
student of politics predicted 
this week a 10% voter turnout! 
This was based partly on the 
fact that many folks don’t even 
realize there is an election 
scheduled. 

Only three of the amend- 
ments deal with the state at 
large; the others are per- 
taining to single counties. 
Alabama’s outdated constitu- 
tion requires that most gov- 
ernment changes (those that 
vary from the constitution) be 
voted on statewide even if they 
only affect one office in one 
county. Many voters simply 
don’t vote on these at all or 
vote against them if they don’t 
allow final veto by the county 
affected. 


***NUMBER ONE - autho- 
rizes the state to issue up to 
$15 million in bonds for the 
construction of mental health 
facilities, including a 200-bed 
facility for the criminally in- 
sane. It also includes $2 
million for the construction 
of a seed fechnology center at 
Auburn University and a foun- 
dation seed processing faci- 
lity at Headland, plus $6 mil- 
lion for construction and capi- 
tal improvements of housing, 
training and rehabilitation of 
prisoners. 

***NUMBER TWO ~ asks state 
voters to approve $3 million 
in state bonds for the con- 
struction of a motor sports 
hall of fame at Talladega. The 
bonds are tobe repaid with ad- 
mission charges to the faci- 
lity. 


***NUMBER THREE - asks 
for a $2 million bond issue to 
construct an aviation museum 
between Ft. Rucker and Ozark. 


*** AMENDMENT FOUR 
spells out legal requirements 
for laws passed by cities, 
counties and other govern- 
mental divisions with regard 
to publishing such laws and 
changes in local newspapers. 
It applies statewide 


*** AMENDMENT FIVE,’ also 
of statewide application, sta- 
tes that no county shall become 
indebted in an amount greater 
than five percent of the as- 
sessed ,value of the property 
in the county. 


*** AMENDMENT SIX is a lo- 
cal bill for Shelby County to 
provide for the creation, in-

corporation, of local districts 
to provide a variety of stand- 
ard public services normally 
identified as services pro- 
vided by incorporated cities 


*** AMENDMENT SEVEN 
deals with Blount County and 
places the probate judge tax 
assessor and tax collector on 
a salary and all fees will be 
paid into the county treasury 
Voters of Blount County must 
approve this for it to become 
law. : 


*** AMENDMENT EIGHT does 
the same for Coosa County and 
AMENDMENT NINE does the 
same for Chilton County. 


***AMENDMENT TEN allows 
Cleburne County to convert 
to the salary rather than the 
fee system. 


***AMENDMENT ELEVEN 
allows Madison County to 
change the method prescribed 
by law for giving notice tode- 
linquent Madison County tax- 
payers for their failure topay 
taxes assessed against any 
property assessed to them. 


***AMENDMENT TWELVE 
applies only to Washington 
.County and provides for county 
elected officials to be placed 
on a salary rather than a fee 
system. 


***AMENDMENT THIRTEEN 
and FOURTEEN apply to the 
city of Anniston and. give the 
city the power to levy and col- 
lect a special property tax for 
education, provided the matter 
is first submitted to a vote of 
the qualified electors in the 
city and approved by a maj- 
ority. 


***AMENDMENT FIFTEEN 
allows Mobile County tolevya 
one-mill tax on property pro- 
vided the voters of Mobile 
County give their approval. 


***AMENDMENT SIXTEEN 
authorizes a tax for residents 
of Vestavia Hills provided it 
shall first be approved by the 
qualified electors of Vestavia 
Hills. 


*** AMENDMENT SEVEN- 
TEEN affects only Butler 
County and allows the county 
to place the county officials on 
a salary and provides for the 
fees, commissions, etc. col- 
lectible by such officials be 
paid into the treasury.

Elba Mayor 


Appeals For 
‘Federal Help 


The City of Elba will be 
forced into a turnaround pos- 
ition on local services, local 
taxes and local progress 
unless individual citizens help 
persuade Congress to reenact 
the General Revenue Sharing 
program early in 1976, Mayor 
Sam Sawyer warned in a news 
release this week. 

“In the past four years, 
General Revenue Sharing has 
proven to be a true grass 
roots program by providing 
a part of the federal govern- 
ment’s tax funds for use where 
they are needed most at the 
local level,"’ Mayor Sawyer 
said. ‘‘However, the original 
program expires in December 
of 1976 .and an allout grass 
roots effort will be required 
to induce Congress to contin- 
ue it.”’ 

In a message to the City 
Council, Sawyer reported that 
Elba has received $266,367.00 
in General Revenue Sharing 
entitlements since 1972. These 
funds have been used for the 
following purposes: Transport 
equipment, recreation equip- 
ment, public safety, environ- 
mental protection, adminis- 
tration, paving streets, educa- 
tion and new fire truck. 

“T ask you to consider 
how we would have been able 
to finance these programs and 
services if we had not had 
General Revenue Sharing 
during the past four years,”’ 
Mayor Sawyer told the Coun- 
cil. ‘‘Further, I ask you to 
ccnsider what must be done 
to continue our operation after 
next December if Congress 
fails to reenact General Rey- 
enue Sharing. The only alter- 
native is reduced local ser- 
vices or increased local taxes, 
or both.”’ 

He called on Council mem- 
bers to join him in acquaint- 
ing the citizens of Elba with 
what General Revenue Sharing 
has meant to them personally, 
and to urge citizens to write 
their congressman and U.S. 
senators urging speedy re- 
enactment of the program. 

‘We in Alabama were most 
fortunate to have the strong 
support of Congressman Dick- 
inson and of Senators John 
Sparkman and Jim Allen for 
enactment of the original pro- 
gram inl972,’’ the mayor said. 
“I hope that each of our citi- 
zens will write them to per- 
sonally express our apprecia- 
tion and to ask their support 
for continuing General Rey- 
enue Sharing in its present 
form.”’ 
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City Council Plans Additional Sales Tax 


All members of the Elba 
City Council present at the 
meeting Tuesday night ex- 
pressed favorable opinions on 
enacting an additional one cent 
Sales tax immediately. Absent 
during this discussion was 
Councilman Charles Ellis who 
had left to attend another 
meeting. 

Mayor Sawyer and the 
councilmen present instructed 
the City Clerk to be prepared 
at the next meeting with a 
prepared city ordinance, to 
be passed by the councilmen 
and put into effect as soon 
as possible. It was estimated 
by Mayor Sawyer that the ad- 
ditional tax could be in effect 
within 45 to 60 days. 

The discussion of the ad- 
ditional tax came up suddenly 
when Mayor Sawyer asked for 
a discussion cutting two men 
from the Elba Police Depart- 
ment. He said it was costing 
$2200 a week in salaries for 
the entire police force and 
wanted to know, ‘‘where is 
the money coming from?’’ 

Councilman Wayland Sharp- 
less said that in conversations 
he had had with people it 
seemed they didn’t want the 
police department to lose 


any of its efficiency even it 
it meant more taxes. This 
started the discussion on the 
additional tax and the idea 
of cutting the police force was 


not discussed any more. 


Councilman Ronnie Vaughan 
stated that he had been against 
the idea of additional tax for 
months but after studying the 
matter for several months was 
now in favor of the l¢ sales 
tax plus an additional l¢ tax 
on cigarettes for the recrea- 
tion program. 

Councilman Ben Carpenter 
said he was very much op- 
posed to any cuts in the ser- 
vices now offered and felt the 
additional tax was long over- 
due. 

Councilman Virgil Cole- 
man also acknowledged that 
additional! money had to be 


gotten and’that apparently this 


is the best way. 

Contacted on Wednesday by 
THE ELBA CLIPPER, Coun- 
cilman Charles Ellis made the 
following statement concern- 
ing the 1¢ sales tax proposal:

Apparently the Elba City Council is going to add a one cent 
sales tax in the near future. None of us like taxes but if we 


are going to dance we must pay the fiddler. Every day local 


citizens are demanding more services and the cost of current 
services are continually rising due to this never ending infla- 


tion. Most of us spout off with, ‘‘cut out the unnecessary spend- 


ing’’ and this always needs doing constantly in any organiza- 
tion. 


However, when we look at a government organization, we 
all have different ideas of what is necessary. A person with 
very little garbage doesn’t care if it is picked up once a week 
or twice a week but may want increased police and fire pro- 
tection because of property owned. Another person may scoff 
at spending money on drainage problems because this person 
lives in a high, well-drained area. When it is all put in one 
pile, there is not enough money to go around. I accept the 
decision of the city fathers to addthetax but urge them to set 
up long range plans and reserves. It will be real easy to 
Start spending money ieft and right and pretty soon be in the

In years past I have suggestedthat part of the sales tax money 
each month be put into a capital improvement fund and used 
for matching federal grants to construct such things as librar- 
ales, airports, streets, recreation facilities, etc. Once fora 
few months this was done, but then someone suggested they: 
“borrow’’ from this fund and it was soon gone for good. 


Coffee County politics are already beginning to rumble with an 
election confing up in May. A newcomer to politics called this 
week making plans for some candidate cards. With just half of 
the people who say they are going to run actually making the 
starting gate, this promises to be a banner year for having a 
wide selection of people to vote for in county races. 


All the talk back and forth about the high school football coach 
has come down to the Thursday night (tonight) meeting of the 
‘Elba Schooi Board. The Board has indicated it will make a 
decision at this meeting and all the fussing will be over (I 


hope). 


I plan to cast my vote Tuesday onthe amendments. Right now 
I think my vote is settled. I will vote yes on the statewide 
amendments and yes on the local amendments that allow the 
approval by electors of the affected county. I will vote against 
the three that do not allow the voters in the affected county to 
veto the change. Number l, 2 & 3 are bond issues for mental 
health, a seed building at Auburn and another at Headland; an 
aviation museum at Ft. Rucker anda motor sports hall of fame 
at Talladega. I will vote YES on all of these. 


Four is a money and time saving amendment concerning 
the Legislature itself and is a good idea. I vote YES. Five 
limits the amount of indebtedness a county can have to 5%. 
I vote YES. 


Six and Seven are local and the voters in that county have 
the right to turn it down. Therefore I vote YES on these. The 
same results can be gotten by not voting on these 


Eight, Nine and Ten don't allow the affected counties veto 
of the measure. I will not force change on them in their in- 
ternal affairs. I vote A BIG NO on these three 


Eleven through Eighteen are all local amendments and 
allow the voters in the affected city or county to turn them 
down. I will vote YES on these

Congressman Dickinson 


By now you've probably 
had to cough up 13 cents to 
mail a first-class letter and, 
to put it mildly, you’re not 
too happy about it. Espec- 
ially if it was a bill payment 
and the extra three cents won't 
mean any better service. 

Certainly, one ofthe major 
disappointments ofthis decade 
is the poor cost and efficiency 
record of the Postal Service- 
since the old Post Office De- 
partment was reorganized and 
given ‘‘independent’’ financial 
status. This reorganizationin 
19°70 was designed to elimi- 
nate political and Congress- 
ional influence over the pos- 
tal rate-making process and 
other operations of the Post- 
al Service. Unfortunately, this 
“reform’’ looked better on 
paper than it has in practice. 
Congress is attempting to take 
back some control and the 
House recently voted to re- 
quire the Postal Service to 
seek yearly COngressional au- 
thorization and appropriation 
of its operating funds. An 
amendment, which I co-spon- 
sored, to let private carriers 
compete with the Postal Ser- 
vice for delivery of first-class 
mail was defeated. 

If service is ‘no better now 
than it was six years ago, 
then what’s wrong,with the 
Postal Service? Labor is a 
serious problem. The Post- 
al Service spends 85 percent 
of its budget on labor and em- 
ploys more than 700,000 - the 


nation’s second largest cor- 
porate employer. The seven 
postal unions have negotiated 
generous settlements which 
give them salaries higher than 
comparable government 
workers. Their 1973 contract 
intludes a gudrantee against 
being Jaid off. 

There is no doubt that re- 
cession and competition by 
private carriers for third and 
fourth class mail business has 
cut into revenues, and rightly 
so. ‘‘The privately owned 
United Parcel Service(U.P.S.) 
has continued to attract cus- 
tomers away from the U.S.

Mean Better 


Service? 


Postal Service and now de- 
livers more packages thanthe 
Postal Service. It damages 
only one package for every five 
damaged by the Postal Ser- 
vice and the rates are cheap- 
er. Yet, it continues to make 
substantial profits and pro- 
duces revenues to the gov- 
ernment by paying taxes on 
profits,’ according to a 1974 
report by a special subcom- 
mittee of the Permanent Select 
Committee on Small Business. 

It is ironic that eight fed- 
eral agencies are now using 
U.P.S. almost exclusively to 
deliver packages instead ofthe 
Postal Service and the Social 
Security Administration is 
setting up direct electronic 
transfer of funds to recipients’ 
_ banks to circumvent the Postal 
Service. Businesses now ori- 
ginate four out of every five 
pieces of first-class mail, and 
as they aUopt electronic meth- 
ods of billing customers and 
transferring funds, first- 
class mail use will plummet. 

By law the Postal Service 
now enjoys a monopoiy on the 
delivery of first-class mail 
and private carriers cannot 
leave anything in mail boxes 
for, although they are bought 
by the resident, they are con- 
sidered part of the postal sys- 
tem and only the Postal Ser- 
vice can use them. Thanks to 
competition, people now have 
better parcel service, but they 
are desperate for better first- 
class service and resent pay- 
ing higher prices for less ser- 
vice. As you probably know, 
the Postal Service is closing 
12,000 small post offices and 
is considering discontinuing 
Saturday deliveries and spe- 
cial deliveries. 

In its findings, that sub- 
committee I mentioned said 
it ‘‘believes that it would now. 
be appropriate to seriously 
consider ending this monopoly 
and afford private enterprise 
the opportunity to perform this 
vital function.’’ One thing is 
for certain: Unless there is 
substantial improvement in 
mail deliveries and operating 
costs, Congress and the public 
have not heard:the last of the 
private carrier proposal.

road retirement annuity and 
social security benefits? 

A. Since you worked for 
the railroad for less than 10 
years, you will not be eligi- 
ble for‘a railroad retire- 
ment annuity. Your work 
for the railroad will be com- 
bined with your work under 
social security to figure your 
social security benefits. 

Q. I recently saw an ad 
for a book which sells for 
$4 and is supposed to have 
“secret” information about 
social security. Should I buy 
it? 

A. Whether or not you 
buy the book is your deci- 
sion. But if the ad suggests 
that the book contains ‘“se- 
cret” or “inside” informa- 
tion, the advertising is false. 


No advertiser has access to 
other people’s social secu- 
rity records. They’re con." - 
dential under the law. You 
can get free, accurate publi-_ 
cations about social secu- 
rity simply by calling any 
social security office. 


Q. I belong to a travel 
club, and quite a few of our 
trips are abroad. I’ve often 
wondered what would hap- 
pen if I got sick on one of 
these trips.

A. If you are traveling 
through Canada between 
Alaska and another State 
and an emergency puts you 
in a Canadian hospital, 
Medicare can help pay for 
the covered services you re- 
ceive.

Q. My 23-year-old sister 
was severely injured in an 
accident a few weeks ago, 
but I know she can’t get so- 
cial security disability pay- 
ments because she has never 
worked. Can she get supple- 
mental security income pay- 
ments? 


A. Possibly. Severely dis- 
abled people who are not ex- 
pected to be able to work for 
a year or more may be eligi- 
ble: for supplemental security 
income payments if they 
have little or no income and 
limited resources. Your sis- 
ter can call or write any so- 
cial security office for infor- 
mation about apvlving for 
supplemental security  in- 
come payments. 

Q. My mother is going to 
apply for supplemental se- 
curity income payments, 
but she needs financial help 
right away. Is there some 
place she can get immedi- 
ate assistance? 

A. When your mother ap- 
plies for supplemental secu- 
rity income, she should tell 
the people. at the social se- 
curity office that she needs 
immediate financial help. 
Under certain conditions, 
an advance payment of up 
to $100 can be made. In 
addition, the social security 
representative may be able 
to refer her to a State 


agency for assistance dur- 


ing the time her application 
is being processed.

“Landlord Territory” 
Cathy, who dwelt in an apart- 
ment house, headed for the laun- 
dry room one morning with an 
armload of washing. But as she 
drew near the washing machine, 
she skidded on a patch of wet 


linoleum and went down with a 
thud. 


Painfully injured, she filed a 
damage suit against the owner of 
the building. At the trial she 
pointed out that the wetness was 
caused by a drain that had been 
clogging up for weeks. 

The landlord said it was up to 
the tenants to keep the laundry 
room in good repair. But the court 
disagreed and granted Cathy's 
claim. The court said communal 
areas, used by all the tenants, are 
considered “landlord territory”— 
his to control and his to maintain. 

This is the law's usual attitude 
with regard to not only laundry 
rooms but also hallways, yards, 
roofs, and porches. Even if a land- 
lord is unaware of the hazardous 
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condition, he is responsible if— 
by the exercise of due care—he 
should have been aware of it. 
Thus: 

A tenant in an aging apartment 
house tripped on a loose board in 
the front porch. The landlord, 
when sued for damages, insisted 
he had no knowledge of the defect. 
Yet he lived right next door and 
spent a good deal of his time on 
the premises, 

Holding the landlord liable, the 
court said he was guilty of neg- 
ligence for not noticing what 
should have been plain to see. 

On the other hand, a landlord 
is not ordinarily to blame if the 
tenant was injured while “out of 
bounds.” Another apartment 
house dweller, crossing the lawn 
at night, stumbled over a low wire 
fencing that had been put up to 
protect plants. 

But the building had convenient 
walkways everywhere, with no 
need for anyone to step on the 
grass. A court held the landlord 
not liable, saying he did not have 
to safeguard places where tenants 
simply did not belong.

By now you've probably 
had to cough up 13 cents to 
mail a first-class letter and, 
to put it mildly, you're not 
too happy about it. Espec- 
ially if it was a bill payment 
and the extra three cents won't 
mean any better service. 

Certainly, one of the major 
disappointments ofthis decade 
is the poor cost and efficiency 
record of the Postal Service 
Since the old Post Office De- 
partment was reorganized and 
given “‘independent”’ financial 
Status. This reorganization in 
1°70 was designed to elimi- 
nate political and Congress- 
ional influence over the pos- 
tal rate-making process and 
other operations of the Post- 
al Service. Unfortunately, this 
“reform’’ looked better on 
paper than it has in practice 
Congress is attempting totake 
back some contro] and the 
House recently voted to re- 
quire the Postal Service to 
seek yearly Congressional au- 
thorization and appropriation 
of its operating funds. An 
amendment, which I co-spon- 
sored, to let private carriers 
compete with the Postal Ser- 
vice fordelivery of first-class 
mail was defeated. 

If service is ‘no better now 
than it was six years ago, 
then what’s wrong with the 
Postal Service? Labor is a 
serious problem. The Post- 
al Service spends 85 percent 
of its budget on labor and em- 
ploys more than 700,000 - the 


nation’s second largest cor- 
porate employer. The seven 
postal unions have negotiated 
generous settlements which 
give them salaries higher than 
comparable government 
workers. Their 1973 contract 
includes a guarantee against 
being laid off 

There is no doubt that re- 
cession and competition by 
private carriers for third and 
fourth class mail business has 
cut into revenues, and rightly 
so. “The privately owned 
United Parcel Service (U.P.S.) 
has continued to attract cus- 
tomers away from the U.S.

Postal Service and now de- 
livers more packages thanthe 
Postal Service. It damages 
only one package for every five 
damaged by the Postal Ser- 
vice and the rates are cheap- 
er. Yet, it continues to make 
Substantial profits and pro- 
duces revenues to the gov- 
ernment by paying taxes on 
profits,’ according to a 1974 
report by a special subcom- 
mittee of the Permanent Select 
Committee onSmall Business. 
It is ironic that eight fed- 
eral agencies are now using 
U.P.S. almost exclusively to 
deliver packages instead ofthe 
Postal Service and the Social 
Security Administration is 
setting up direct electronic 
transfer of funds to recipients’ 
banks to circumvent the Postal 
Service. Businesses nowori- 
ginate four out of every five 
pieces of first-class mail, and 
as they adopt electronic meth- 
ods of billing customers and 
transferring funds, first- 
class mail use will plummet. 
By law the Postal Service 
now enjoys a monopoly on the 
delivery of first-class mail 
and private carriers cannot 
leave anything in mail boxes 
for, although they are bought 
by the resident, they are con- 
sidered part of the postal sys- 
tem and only the Postal Ser- 
vice can use them. Thanks to 
competition, people now have 
better parcel service, but they 
are desperate for better first- 
class service and resent pay- 
ing higher prices for less ser- 
vice. As you probably know, 
the Postal Service is closing 
12,000 small post offices and 
is considering discontinuing 
Saturday deliveries and spe- 
cial deliveries. 
in its findings, that sub- 
committee I mentioned said 
it ‘‘believes that it would now. 
be appropriate to seriously 
consider ending this monopoly 
and afford private enterprise 
the opportunity to perform this 
vital function.’’ One thing is 
for certain: Unless there is 
substantial improvement in 
mail deliveries and operating 
costs, Congress and the public 
have not heard the last of the 
private carrier proposal.

for the fiscal year beginning on 
October 1,1976. 

A special budget-control sub- 
committee started work several 
weeks ago in preparation for the 
budget hearing and the legis- 
lative session that follows. It has 
been estimated by the state bud- 
get officers and others that rev- 
enues for the next year will fall 
some $150 million short of de- 
mands on the state treasury. 
This, of course means either (1) 
tax increases, or (2) cutbacks in 
existing programs. I personally 
feel that no nev taxes or in- 
creases in existing taxes should 
be enacted at this time. The only 
alternative left is to cut the ‘fat’ 
out of the existing state pro- 
grams. Total revenues coming in- 
to the state treasury from State 
sources only for the current fis- 
cal year should amount to $2.1 
billion. It is anticipated that this 
amount will increase to $2.3 
billion for the fiscal year 1976- 
77. In my judgement, this 
should adequately fund all 
“needed” state programs. 


The budget-control sub-comm- 
ittee, aided by a task force from 
the Department of Examiners, 
and personnel from the Legis- 
lative Fiscal Office, are present- 


bring about a better system of 
accountability and more con- 
trols over state spending. This 
study will not only aid the bud- 
get work, but will also lead right 
into the badly needed state reor- 
ganization project. 

The members of the sub- 
committee are: Lieutentant Gov- 
ernor Jere Beasley; chairman of 
the Finance and Taxation Com- 
mittee, Dick Owen; chairman of 
the Ways and Means Committee, 
Hugh Merrill; Senator Bob Wil- 
son; and Representative Chris 
MeNair.

Q. I worked for the rail- 
road for 9 years before I 
quit and took a job that’s 
covered by social security. 
I've held that job for 30 
years and soon I'll be retir- 
ing. Will I get both a rail- 
road retirement annuity and 
social security benefits? 

A. Since you worked for 
the railroad for less than 10 
years, you will not be eligi- 
ble for‘a railroad retire- 
ment annuity. Your work 
for the railroad will be com- 
bined with your work under 
social security to figure your 
social security benefits. 

Q. I recently saw an ad 
for a book which sells for 
$4 and is supposed to have 
“secret” information about 
social security. Should I buy 
it? i 

A. Whether or not you 
buy the book is your deci- 
sion. But if the ad suggests 
that the book contains ‘‘se- 
cret” or “inside” informa- 
tion, the advertising is false. 


No advertiser has access to 
other people’s social secu- 
rity records. They're coi." - 
dential under the law. You 
can get free, accurate publi-_ 
cations about social secu- 
rity simply by calling any 
social security office. 


Q. I belong to a travel 
club, and quite a few of our 
trips are abroad. I’ve often 
wondered what would hap- 
pen if I got sick on one of 
these trips. Does my Medi- 
care cover care in foreign 
hospitals? 

A. If you are traveling 
through Canada between 
Alaska and another State 
and an emergency puts you 
in a Canadian hospital, 
Medicare can help pay for 
the covered services you re- 
ceive. Otherwise, Medicare 
generally does not cover 
hospital care you receive 
while you are traveling out- 
side the United States. 

Q. My husband, who's 47, 
has kidney failure. He's going 
to a social security office next 
week to apply for Medicare. If 
he’s eligible, will our children 
and I also be eligible? 

A. No, not unless you too

Under the kidney disease provi- 
sion of the law, only the person 
with permanent kidney failure 
is eligible for Medicare. 


Q. My 23-year-old sister 
was severely injured in an 
accident a few weeks ago, 
but I know she can’t get so- 
cial security disability pay- 
ments because she has never 
worked. Can she get supple- 
mental security income pay- 
ments? 


A. Possibly. Severely dis- 
abled people who are not ex- 
pected to be able to work for 
a year or more may be eligi- 
ble: for supplemental security 
income payments if they 
have little or no income and 
limited resources. Your sis- 
ter can ca}l or write any so- 
cial security office for infor- 
mation about anvplvine for 
supplemental security in- 
come payments. 

Q. My mother is going to 
apply for supplemental se- 
curity income payments, 
but she needs financial help 
right away. Is there some 
place she can get immedi- 
ate assistance? 

A. When your mother ap- 
plies for supplemental secu- 
rity income, she should tell 
the people. at the social se- 
curity office that she needs 
immediate financial help. 
Under certain conditions, 
an advance payment of up 
to $100 can be: made. In 
addition, the social security 
representative may be able 
to refer her to a State 
agency for assistance dur- 
ing the time her application 
is being processed.

“Landlord Territory” 
Cathy, who dwelt in an apart- 
ment house, headed for the laun- 
dry room one morning with an 
armload of washing. But as she 
drew near the washing machine, 
she skidded on a patch of wet 


linoleum and went down with a 
thud. 


Painfully injured, she filed a 
damage suit against the owner of 
the building. At the trial she 
pointed out that the wetness was 
caused by a drain that had been 
clogging up for weeks. 

The landlord said it was up to 
the tenants to keep the laundry 
room in good repair. But the court 
disagreed and granted Cathy's 
claim. The court said communal 
areas, used by all the tenants, are 
considered “landlord territory"— 
his to control and his to maintain. 

This is the law's usual attitude 
with regard to not only laundry 
rooms but also hallways, yards, 
roofs, and porches. Even if a land- 
lord is unaware of the hazardous

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condition, he is responsible if— 
by the exercise of due care—he 
should have been aware of it. 
Thus: 

A tenant in an aging apartment 
house tripped on a loose board in 
the front porch. The landlord, 
when sued for damages, insisted 
he had no knowledge of the defect, 
Yet he lived right next door and 
Spent a good deal of his time on 
the premises. 

Holding the landlord liable, the 
court said he was guilty of neg- 
ligence for not noticing what 
should have been plain to see, 

On the other hand, a landlord 
is not ordinarily to blame if the 
tenant was injured while “out of 
bounds.” Another apartment 
house dweller, crossing the lawn 
at night, stumbled over a low wire 
fencing that had been put up to 
protect plants. 

But the building had convenient 
walkways everywhere, with no 
need for anyone to step on the 
grass. A court held the landlord 
not liable, saying he did not have 
to safeguard places where tenants 

simply did not belong.

One Sunday afternoon a 
few weeks ago, my son, Mi- 
chael and I went for a hike 
on part of the Wilderness 
Road Trail. 

Michael had broken his 
collar-bone the week before 
and we had to take the hike 
rather slowly, but this slow 
pace helped me keep up with 
him! 

This wasn't the first time 
I had traveled this particular 
path, because as a growing 
boy I made the trip several 
times. And to keep a promise 
about a story on cannonballs, 
let me tell you about one of 
them. 

When I was about 15 years 
old my brother and I hiked 

_ from our home in Middlesboro 
to the point where the old Wild- 
erness Road crosses U.S. 25E. 
We left the highway and got on 
the trail into the woods. 

Not far from the inter- 
section is a rock marker built 
in the shape of a pyramid. 
A plaque reades ‘Daniel 
Boone’s Trail from North 
Carolina to Kentucky, 1775. 
Erected by the Kentucky Dau- 
ghters of the American Rey- 
Olution, 1915.”’ 

Leroy and I climbed on the 
huge marker, yelled like In- 
dians, and continued our walk. 

Our destination was the old 
iron furnace in Cumberland 
Gap, which is no more than 
half a mile away from the 
Boone marxer. Since our hike 
there nearly 20 years ago, the 
old furnace has been put in 
tip-top shape and is visited 
by thousands of tourists each 
year. 

The furnace was fired 
with charcoal and reached its 
peak production in 1877 and 
only three short years later 
was destined to become cold 
and idle due to new techniques 
being developed at Birming- 
ham, Alabama and some nor- 
thern cities. 

After exploring the iron 
furnace, we began our trip 
back home, but- decided to 
take a shortcut through the 
woods. We ran and played in 
the leaves until both of us

were exhausted and we then 
lay to catch our breath. 

When I fell down I hit 
what I thought was a rock, 
but upon closer examination 
1 discovered a small cannon- 
ball--or at least a round ball 
of iron. We examined it care- 
fully and took it back with us. 

For years the object was 
kept in my bedroom where I 
showed it to friends who vis- 
ited us on occasion. 

1 don’t know what happened 
to the ‘‘cannonball”’ but I sup- 
pose it has gone the way of 
so many other priceless ob- 
jects. 

It seems that we cannot 
really appreciate some things 
until they are lost--or taken 
away, and there must be a 
lesson here for us. 

Let’s not lose those things 
that are important: friends, 
ideals, customs too precious 
to cast aside, and the most 
important one: faith in God. 

Well, when Michael and I 
returned to the car from our 
trip, we sat down to rest. He 
looked up to the pinnacle and 
at the soft white clouds drift- 
ing by, and at the beautiful 
blue sky, and said, ‘‘Boy, Dad- 
dy, that sure is pretty!”’

THE XANTHINE OXIDASE THEORY 


There is an old-adage in politics 
that if you want to become known, 
attack a big issue or a highly 
placed person. Never mind the 
small fry. You've got to go after a 
champion if your name or your 
cause is to get any real attention. 

Well, nowadays we know this 
tactic is practiced in many walks 
of life. And the result is the same 
even when well-intentioned per- 
sons support a cause—if that 
cause or theory threatens some- 
thing well established or revered. 

And so it is with milk, a food 
most respected.¥f you attack milk 
you will make headlines. 

MILK HAS in the last year or 
two now been accused of causing 
heart disease—not because of its 
fat content, but because of an en- 
zyme in’ milk called xanthine 
oxidase. Last spring one of the 
sensationalizing tabloids so 
prominently displayed in food 
stores publicized this theory, 
rei Dr. Kurt A Oster of Park 

ity Hospital, Bridgeport, Connec- 
ticut. 

Dr. Oster’s theory—that the 
homogenizing of milk reduces the 
size of the xanthine oxidase 
molecule so that it can be ab- 
sorbed in the intestine and ulti- 


mately be deposited in cardio- 
vascular tissue where it causes 
heart disease—had not received 
that much attention in the scien- 
tific press. 

But the national publicity recen- 
tly orompted the Journal of the 
American Medical Association to 
warn doctors, generally, that the 
theory is unproven. 


THE JOURNAL POINTED 
OUT that the xanthine oxidase 
hypothesis has been advanced by 
only one person and thus much 
more research is needed. Par- 
ticularly, in urging research 
“taking advantage of newer meth- 
odologies of enzymology and im- 
munology,” the Journal authors 
described Dr. Oster’s ideas as 
“tenuous and implausible.” 

For physicians, the AMA Jour- 
nal specifically advised: “‘At this 
time it is far from an established 
fact that the drinking of ho- 
mogenized milk contributes to 
mortality from coronary artery 
disease through the intestinal ab- 
sorption of bovine xanthine oxi- 
dase. To advise the public to avoid 
homogenized tmilk or to boil milk 
for this purpose, on the basis of the 
meager published evidence, is un- 
warranted and unjustified.”’

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They tested six levels of cage 
manure and one level of 500 
pounds per acre of 4-8-16 
commercial fertilizer. They 
repeated each treament five 
times on relatively infertilie, 
sandy soil. Ammcnium nitrate 
was not applied to the com- 
mercial fertilizer plots. The 
manure was applied just as 
it came from under the hens’ 
cages. 

Results were as follows: 
When no maure was applied 
yield per acre was 106 bush- 
els. Two tons of manure pro- 
duced 40 bushels; and cor- 
responding increases resulted 
in a peak production of 105 
bushels per acre with sever- 
al tons of manure. However, 
in Florida it appears that 
8-10 tons per acre was ideal. 
The commercial fertilizer 
treament resulted in a yield 
of 45 bushels per acre.

CHOOSING COOKWARE 
Choose cookware and 
oven ware for safety, ease 
of cooking and cleaning as 
well as for a pleasing ap- 
pearance. Look for durab- 
ility to stand up to daily use 
and good heat conduction char- 
acteristics for even cooking. 
Utensils should be made of 
a material that will not effect 
color, flavor or nutritive 
value of food being cooked. 

The construction and finish 
of cookware should be such 
that the items are easy to 
clean. Avoid anything with 
crevices, seams or rough ed-: 
ges where food can become. 
embedded. Be sure finish is 
smooth and even. 

Look at the bottom of range- 
top cookware. Utensils should 
be level and flat, or slightly 
concave designed to flatten 
on heating. Such pieces will 
make the greatest contact with 
the heat source and help pro- 
vide even, efficient cooking. 

In general, try to buy the 
best quality the budget will 
allow. Cookware is used fre- 
quently and represents a 
substantial investment. Be- 
fore purchasing, read labels, 
tags and manufacturers’ 
pamphlets for information on 
construction, use and care. 

One other consideration in 
selection is to choose sizes 
and types in keeping with 
mealtime needs. Oftentimes, 
sets may be purchased less 
expensively than individual 
kee Be sure that all sizes

To see whether 
a plant needs repotting, check 
the drainage hole. If the roots 
have begun to push through 
the hole, it’s time to give 
the plant more room. 

To transplant, rap the 
pot rim sharply on the edge 
of a bench or table, and re- 
move the whole plant. Loose 
the soil around the plant, and 
remove some of the earth 
from the sides and bottom.

Kennedy added, ‘‘We could 
run up an outstanding record if 
we played only the weaker 1A 
teams, but I feel the exper- 
ience we get in playing bigger 
schoo)s will show in the area 
tourney when we get back in 
our class. 

‘We've got a long road 
ahead,’’ said Kennedy, '’ with 
Andalusia, Dothan, Elba, Flo- 
rala, and Enterprise left on 
the schedule, but if we solve 
our problems we'll do okay!”’ 

Kennedy reported that sta-

Save The Deer!

Alabama has a deer pop 
ulation of over one million 
deer, but unless drastic mea 
sures are taken we stand to 
loose a great percentage of 
them. The first suggestion of 
most folks would be to stop 
hunting to save the deer but 
this is what has creatd the 
problem. For many years, we 
have instilled in hunters not 
to kill antlerless deer while 
the Conservation Department 
worked tirelessly to build up 


our deer herd. Now with the 
population at maximum cap 
acity in some areas, there is 


a desperate need to thin the 
berd but politics and public 
sentiment are against the 
scientific knowledge of well 
trained game biologists who 
are charged with the respon 
sibility of protecting our wild 
life 

The plight of the deer is 
similar to what happens when 
twenty-five cows are in a 
pasture that will support one 
hundred. Everything is 0.k 
until herd reaches th 
maximum 100 cows but past 
that point problems start oc 
curing. Disease, parasites, 
and starvation set in and what 
was once a heautiful herd of 


the

mess of flesh and bones. some 
folks insist, ‘‘Leave the deer 
herd alone and Mother Nature 
will straighten it ali out.’ 
This is true, but Mother Na- 
tue has a harsh way of dealing 
with her critters. Starvation 


and disease are not pretty 
sights. In some areas of the 
state full grown deer that 


should weigh 150-250 pounds 


ordinarily are averaging 80 
and 90 pounds this season 
because of the over popula- 
tion situation 

We are heading for a major 
diseaster with our deer pop- 
ulation unless immediate 


Steps are taken tocorrect this 
desperate situation. We, the 
sportmen of this great state 
have got to take the initiative 

How can you help? Join the 
Alabama Wildlife Federation 
at 600 Adams Avenue, Mont 
gomery Alabama 36104 and 
also include a letter support- 
ing the recommendation ofthe 
Alabama Department of Con 
servation for an anterless 
deer season in affected areas
